The 
age-old axiom — you can’t get 
something for nothing—still holds 
true. 

Just as the chemists 
make gold out of iron so the phys- 
icists tried to discover some way 
of creating perpetual motion but 
they never succeeded because the 
same old axiom was still at work. 
Neither can “Ham ’n’ Eg sgs"” create 
a perpetual stream of money by 
the mere passing of a law- —you 
can't get something for nothing.

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FIRE PREVENTION 
DON'TS LISTED IN 
ANTI-FIRE WEEK 


Special Attention to Cause of 
Fires Urged by City 
Officials 

“Preventing tomorrow’s fire by 
building today’s buildings safely.” 

That is a motto suggested to- 
day for fire prevention week by 
City Building Inspector Richard 
Derby and Fire Chief Jake Voth. 
The two men and others are ener- 
getically conducting a campaign to 
get Uplanders to do their bit to 
prevent fires. 

Many suggestions dealing with 
fire prevention have been made. 

“Before starting that stove or 
heating appliance this fall, give 
every part of it along with that 
rubber gas hose a thorough check- 
ing,” said Mr. Derby. “If at - 
time in the future you smell gas, 
call a plumber. Let none of us 
ever be so foolish as to look for 
gas leaks with a lighted match. 
Terrible explosions and fires have 
occurred through such acts. Gas 
appliances should not be vented 
into the same chimney along with 
coal, wood or oil burning heaters. 

“While we are at it, let us check 
that out-door rubbish burning in- 
cinerator—-is it worn out? Is it 
too close to other buildings? Is 
the location and type according to 
ordinance? There is an ordinance 
that says we must do all of our 
trash burning before 10 a.m. If 
this ruling is followed we will 
have this task done before the us- 
ual daily breeze begins—sparks 
from incinerator and trash fires 
blowing about in a breeze have 
started many serious fires. Sta- 
tistics show a great many fires are 
started by drying clothing too 
clese to heaters—watch this when 
the rainy days come and you are 
unable to dry the clothes out-of- 
doors. 

“As a special reminder, let us 
never subject ourselves to death 
or serious injury through burns 
received by standing too close to 
heaters for the purpose of getting 
warm or drying damp _ clothing. 
Sparks thrown out from that 
cheery, crackling fire in the fire- 
place are responsible for many de- 





structive fires—always keep a wire | 


cloth guard in front of the fire- 
place. 

“Many other acts and practices 
are responsible for much of our 
tremendous fire loss, and in order 
that we might prevent our share 
of such loss, a few more dont’s are 
given below which are well worth 
heeding. 


“Don't throw away that burning | 


watch, put it out first. 

“Don't smoke in bed. 

“Don’t handle or store gasoline 
carelessly. Remember it is a high- 
ly volatile liquid, 

“Don’t throw away any burning 
cigar, cigarette or pipe heel. 
“Don’t kerosene to 

fires.” 

“Don't. place heaters and stoves 
too close to woodwork, place as-

St. Mark’s Vestry

A resolution opposing the Re- 
tirement Life Payments amend- 
ment to be voted on at the No- 
vember 7 election was adopted by 
the vestry of St. Mark’s Episcopal 
church during a regular meeting 
held Tuesday night.
